The economic structure of the Em 
pire is a subject that forms a con 
stant topic of discussion just 
in Great Britain. 
with unemploy- 
ment, and trade depression rarely 
omit a reference to the part that 
Empire development may not play in 
relieving the situation. There is 
little talk today about the glory and 
magnificence of the Empire as a 
Political power in the world, and 
there is a great deal of talk about

British commerce, and homes for 


surplus population. 

The question came up in the House 
of Commons during the debate on 
the safeguarding duties a few days 
ago, when the value of this trade 
was eMphasized by the statement 
that something like fifty per cent of 
Britain’s export business was within 
the Empire, and the Conservative 
speaker urged the government to en- 
large the scope of Imperial Prefer- 
ence, thereby welding the common- 
wealth into a real partnership in 
which every member would share the 
yains proportionately. 

The economic Consequences to the 
Dominions of Imperial Preferencee 
do not justify any further extension 
of this policy; Australian statesmen 
have so expressed themselves, and 
Canada has no intention of making 
more concessions unless she receives 
a fair measure of reciprocal treat- 
ment from Britain. Industrial and 
commercial development are matters 
of as vital importance to the welfare 


of the Dominions as they are to 
Britain. 

The British safeguarding duties 
were adopted as a temporary ex 
pedient, but the MacDonald Govern 


ment has announced its intention of 
letting them lapse as the periods 
for which they were imposed expire. 
Britain clings tenaciously to the 
principle of free trade, while the 
Dominions are moderate protection- 
ists. The existence of these diver- 
rent systems increases the difficulty 
of devising a scheme of imperial 
preference which would be mutually 
advantageous to all parties concern- 
ed. Protectionist nations have tar 
iffs to bargain with, and may make 
trade treaties with one another that 
are profitable to both sides, but a 
free trade nation lacks this bargain- 
ing power in the framing of trade 
treaties, but it has been suggested 
that Britain should subsidize ship- 
ping for the carriage of Empire 
products in return for Dominion pre- 
ferential tariffs. 

The political genius of the British 
race is recorded in brilliant achieve- 
ments extending over many centur- 
and there is no reason to doubt 
that ways and means will be devised 
by which the great and varied 
sources of the Empire will be organ- 
ized in closer unity to the glory and 
profit of all concerned, but primary 
requisite of stability and progress 
is a sound and equitable economic 
policy.

It is difficult to place 
value upon human life, because, in 
the first place, it seems a cold and 
heartless thing to do. We rather 
resent the fact that anyone should 
think of our own children as having 
a dollar value. Then there are such 
human elements as mother-love ex- 
pended upon a child which are be 
yond any measure of value. 

If, however, we think of the ques 
tion in an impersonal way, we do 
find certain interc ae facts It 
requires money to feed, house, clothe 
and educate a child. There is, as it

were, an amount of money invested 
in every child. When the child 
rows to be an adult and begins t« 
earn money, he then becomes ar 


and to

sset, the extent that 
than is required for 
living, he is paying divide we 
upon the money invested in him. 

An eminent American statistician, 
tuking these points into considera- 
tion, has found that the value of a 
child at birth is over $9,000, This 
sum invested would bring in’ the 
money required to rear the child and 
the net income of his earning years. 

Upon this basis which we believe 
is sound and reasonable, we find that 


bare 


the twenty-two thousand babies who 
die each year in Canada have an 
economic value of over $22,000,000. 
This represents a drain upon our 
national resources to an extent 
which justifies national considera- 
tion, 

Public Health work is not a 


matter of sentiment; it is essentially 
the expenditure of reasonable sums 
of money along certain established 
lines of proven value, Public Health 
work pays a dividend far beyond 
what is paid on any other invest- 
ment. At least one-half of the $22,- 
000,000 now lost each year can be 
saved through providing the neces- 
sary public health services, Is it 
worth while?

‘TAKING THE CROP WITHOUT 
THE BEE’S KNOWLEDGE 


The method of taking off the crop, 
now developed by the beekeepers, 
disorganizes a hive as little as pos- 
ible, this obviates robbing and will 
not interrupt the bees in their work; 
furthermore, it makes the work of 
removing the crop a great deal more 
pleasant because if carefully done, 
the bees need not be greatly disturb- 
ed. 

This method is by using bee 
escape boards. These boards con 
sist of wooden frames that just fit 
on top of a super or hive body, At 
two opposite corners on this frame- 
work are inserted bee escapes. These 
bee escapes allow the bees to pass 
through but, owing to the construc- 
tion of the escape, they cannot re- 
turn. The remainder of the escape 
board should be wire screening. 
Some beekeepers use a honey board 
with a single bee escape in the cen- 
tre, in fact there are various types 
of escape boards, though they all 
work on the principle of the one 
described, 

The escape boards are placed on 
the hives below the lowest super 
that it is desired to remove. Care 
must be taken that there be no 
brood in the supers placed above an 
escape. The bees will not leave 
brood, Care must also be taken that 
there are no chinks or holes in the 
supers above an escape for, as the 
bees leave through the escapes, the 
supers become unprotected and rob 
bing may start. An empty super 0! 
lalf super is generally given when 
the escape is put on as the hive will 
become too crowded 

Only ripe honey should be put 
above an escape Unfinished combs 
hould be left below to be finished 
off by the bee 

If the eather bright and the 


bees are active it should be possible 
to take off the supers within twenty- 
four or forty-ight hours after put- 
ting on the escapes, and find no bees 
in them. 


UNVEIL MONUMENT TO 
FATHER LACOMBE AT 
ST. ALBERT 


St. Albert, Alta., July 22.—In 
honor of the man whom the Indians 
called “The Noble Soul,” and “The 
Man With the Good Heart,” and who 
has come to be known in history as 
one of the greatest pioneers in West- 
ern Canada, three thousand men and 
women gathered recently at the 
little town of St. Albert, nine miles 
out of Edmonton, on the Canadian 
National Railways. ‘For 67 years 
he labored for God, his men and his 
country,” says the inscription on the 
base of the monument to Father 
Lacombe which was unveiled, and 
citizens, prominent in the affairs of 
the Northwest and of Canada itself 
paid a tribute to him as a man, a 
teacher, and a builder, 

Born in Quebee in 1827, Father 
Lacombe came west in 1849 and 
built his mission at St, Albert near 
ly 60 years ago, To-day high on the 
hill and within a step of the old log 
church which afterwards became the 
cathedral, stands the life-size figure 
in bronze of the great missionary, 
With cross uplifted as in the days 


of his service among the Indians 
Father Lacombe stands and looks 
down the valley. The statue was 


brought from France through the 
efforts of Rev, Father Jan, O. M. L, 
parish priest of St. Albert, assisted 
by prominent citizens and old timers 
in Alberta and by a group of patrons 
of which one of the most interested 
was Sir Henry Thornton, Chairman 
and President of the Canadian Na

CANADIAN NATIONAL TAKE 
OVER FLIN FLON RAILWAY 


Winnipeg, Man., July 29. — The 
Manitoba Northern Railway, popu- 
larly known as the Flin Flon Rail- 


Way will be completed and turned | 


over to the Canadian National Rail- 
ways for operation about the end of 
July. 

The construction of this branch 
line, quite apart from the role it 
was designed to play in the develop- 
ment of the mineral resources of the 
northern portion of the province 
added an interesting chapter to the 
highlights of the transportation 
history of Canada. The line, ap- 
proximately 88 miles long, was be- 
gun with the awarding of the con- 
tract to the Dominion Construction 
Company, Toronto, ond W. S. Tom- 
linson, Winnipeg, on December 2nd, 
1927, and the last spike in the 
skeleton track was driven on Sept., 
22nd, 1928, by the Hon. John 
Bracken, Premier of Manitoba. 

To accomplish this record in rail- 
way construction through difficult 
country and in face of severe winter 
conditions the contractors laid steel 
on the frozen muskeg for the first 
fifty miles. This was followed by 
grading in the spring and summer 
when the track was lifted to sub- 
grade and the few shallow cuts re- 
duced at the same time. For the 
following thirty-eight miles the reck 
formation encountered permitted the 
usual practice of building the grade 
first_and following the track as the 
grade was ready to receive it. 

As quickly as the track was laid, 
operating facilities, telegraph line, 
buildings, ete., were erected and one 
year from the date of the signing of 
the contract the Hudson Bay Mining 
& Smelting Company was able to 
commence transporting the heavy 
machinery for equipping its plant at 
the end of the line.
